STATEMENT oF Onsects aNd Reasons, 


Tirta Bill is intended to introduce inte the Ei 
Law of Property as applied in India a number of ine 
provements which have from time to time heen efleet- 
ed in that law by the Statutes known as Lord St. 
Leouard’s Acts, Tho exact limits of the English Law 
of Property in India do not xeem to have ever been 
accurately’ ascertained. But there can be no doubt 
that, through the purchase of land under the wasto 
land rules, and through its acquisition by Englialinen 
in the Mofusail on tenures analogous to fue-simple, 
those limits must be constantly enlarging themselves, 
If in cases to which English Jaw ix applicable the 
conveyanees by Which rights are transferred are brielly 
or hastily framed, some of the provisions of this Bill 
will probably be found of special utility 

There may not appear to be much obvions connees 
tion between many of the subjects affected by the Bill, 
but thie miscellaneous character belongs also to the 
English Statutes on which the Hill ix founded, which 
were not directed to the general re-construction of any 
one department of Jaw. ‘Ihe object. of the lenrned 
author of these Statutes scons rather to have been to 
apply remedies to various defects which the practival 
working of the English law of property has disclosed, 
and to mitigate inconveniences: which experience has 
ahewn to be perpetually oceasiuned by errors und 
omissions in leg 

Much of the Bill refers to improvements of a 
wholly technical character, but attention must be 

: vhhich the changes proe 
iderable importance. 
ty Section VI every mortgage decd will be liable 
to be construed as if it confirred on the mortgagee 
a power to sell the mortgaged property if the interest 
secured be ina for six months, Or the morigugee 
may, if he it, in the like event appoint or ob- 
tain’ the appointment of a Receiver, who will vollect 
sand profits of the property and apply them 
payment of overdue interest, paying over the 
» to the mortgagor. ‘Tho ingertion in mortgage 
deeds of these powers (of sale and of appointing a Re- 
ceiver) has become ¥o nearly universal in England 
that their omission in any ‘one deed may fairly lie 
resumed to be the result of accident or neglect. 
Whether the same presumption arises in India is a 
joint open to consideration, and one which will doubt- 
less reccive the attention of the Council. 

Section XXXIIL embodies a provision which works: 
most beneficially in England. It enables Trustees to 
apply the income of Trust property to the mainten- 
ance and education of infants who may be entitled to 
it, without the necessity of applying fo any Court and 
even though no power so to apply it has been insert. 
ed in the Trust-deed. 

The succeeding Sections down to Section XXXVIL 
further enlarge the powers of acting Trustecs and re- 
lieve them from many risks to which they are av 
present exposed.

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The provision in Section XLIT has to a very great 
extent superseded, in England, the neocssity of insti- 
tuting suits in the Court of Chancery for the adminis- 
tration of deceased persons’ estates. It enacts in effect 
that an Executor or Administrator shall be at liberty 
to give, by advertisement in the newspapers or other- 
wise, the same public notices which, in the case of an 
administration suit, the High Court would direct to be 
given. Having done this, and having satisfied the 
claims which have been preferred within a certain 
interval after the notices, he will be discharged from 
further ii tility. 

Tt has been found uscful in England to permit 
Trustecs, Exeeutors, and Administrators to apply in 
a summary way for the advice and guidance of the 
Court of Chancery. A power to make applications of 
thin nuture to the High Court is given by Section 
XLI11 of this Bill,

On, thé occasion of the last mentioned Act bein 
panel, the Goverment of India eonnulted the Local 
Goveraments, and several other principal Autborities, 
respesting the ieftcy of continuing the Act for 
apy further period inthe form in which it stood, dr , 
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with modifivations. The zeplies to this reference in- 
dicate a general concurrence of opinion that the Gov- 
ernment should be armed with such powers as tho 
Act confers, but that the Act should be held in reserve 
to be applied to particular parts of the country, or for 
particule objects, as neopssity may arise. At the 
same time it appears that the power given to the 
Governor-General in Council, and the Executive Gov- 
ernmout of any Presidency or place, by Sections XLII 
and XJV, of ordering any Foreigner to remove him 
self from the British Ternitories in India, and to en- 
force such order, may properly be possessed by those 
authorities under ull circumstances. 

In this view of the course to be adopted the Ctov- 
ernment of India concurg,. and the present Bill is 
drawn to give effect_to it. Sections XIII and XIV 
of Act XXXIII of 1857, are introduced as Secti 
III and IV, and the powers Specified in those 
will be permanontly in forco; but the rest of the Bill

Statewenr oF OnsecTs axn Reasons. 

, BETWEEN the years 1790 und 1856 repeated avplica- 
tions were made to the Hon'ble Court of Directors 
of the Eust India Company to satisfy or get satisfied 
cortain claims on the Native Government of Oudh. 
On the annexation of that Province, these claiins 
were brought forward once morc, and preaved directly 
against the Indian Government, on tho ground that 
having assumed tho cmoluments they were bound to 
ischarge the debts of the late Native Rulers, The 
Court of Directors, in a Despatch dated the 17th June 
1867, ordered the investigation of all such claims by 
the Financial Commissioner of Oudh or some Officer 
specially appointed for the purpose. When that ordor 
reuched India the Mutiny was at its height ; Oudh 
was in a state of anarchy; the office of Financial 
Commissioner had boen, or was on the point of being 
abolished; and there was no Officer in the Province 
of sufficient weight and experience to be entrusted 
with suchan investigation. Under these circumstane- 
es tho Governor-General in Council referred the 
whole matter to the Hon'ble Sir B. Peneock, then 
a Member of Council, and his opinion was transmitted 
to the Seeretary of State ina Despatch trom the 
Governor- in Council.

The 
result of these enquiries was adverse to the elaimants ;

16 appears necessary to pass a short 
Act empowering the Commissioners to summon the 
claimants and witnesses, adwinister oaths, and take 
all auch steps as may be nevewxary to enable them to 

rive at w satisfactory conclusion respecting tho 
several claims that may be referred to them. ° 

According to the provisions of the Bil), the Govern. 
or-General in Couneil may appoint several Commis- 
sioners, or only one Commissioner, as may secm best. 
Notice is to by given in the Caleutta Gazette, of tho 
time and place at which the consideration of the 
several claims will be entered upon. Claimants who 
fail to appear in aupport of their claime at such time 
and place as shall be notified, will not be allowed to 
appear at all, unless the Commissioners, in the ex2tcixe 
of a diseretionary power vextod in them, permit them 
to appear rubsequently, Section V provides that. the 
conduct of the enquiry shall be assimilated as far as 
powible to that of an ordinary Civil suit, with the 
claimants as Plaintiffs and the Secretary of State for 
India in Council aa Defendant.

Rean again the Financial Resolution No. 6G., 
dated the 29th August 1862, sanetioning a classi- 
fication of the appointments in the General De- 
partment of Account in substitution of the arrange- 
ment introduced by Financial Resolution No. 84 
dated the 13th May 1862, : 

Resoivtion.—The Hon'ble the President 0 
Couneil observes that, under the Financial 
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Resolution of he 18th May 1862,Covenanted Officers 
who entered the General Department of Account 
before that date are allowed to retain their_privi- 
leges, and therefore when such Covenanted Officers 
are appointed to act for other Covenunted Officers 
in the Department they are entitled to draw de- 
pntation allowances on the same terms as those 
allowed to Covenanted Olficers in other branches 
of the Service. 


But this Rnle cannot be held to apply to 
Covenanted Officers entering the Financial 
Department after that date, nor does it seem pro- 
per to preserve a separate Rule for calculating the 
wting allowunces of Uncovenanted Otlicers in the 
Department, as by the Resolution abovementioned 
all distinction “between “the Covenanted and 
Vncovenanted Service was abolished. 


In considering what would be a suitable stand- 
ard to introduce under these ciroumstauces, His 
Honor in Council observes that, as the Acting 
Allowance Rules of the Covenanted Service are 
Lased upon a simple consistent principle, they may 
with advantage be taken as the basis of the Rules 
which shall be applicable to all the Officers of the 
Financial Department other than those specially 
noticed in the Ist paragraph. 


His Honor in Council desires accordingly that 
the following Rules be observed in future :— 


Ist—No Officer will receive any deputation 
allowance for olliciating for another Officer in the 
same class as himself, 


Ynd.—An Officer appointed to officiate for 
another Officer in a higher class than his own 
will draw, from the date of his talting charge, 
irrespective of any saving from the salary of the 
appointment in which he officiates, the full salary 
of his own appointment, with an additional 
allowance at the rate of 20 per cent on the mean 
between the mininium and matimum salary of the 
class to which the permanent incumbent belongs, 
provided the total allowance to be so drawn shall 
not exceed the minimum salary of the higher 
class in which the Officer is appointed to ofliciate. 





3rd.—When the Officer thus appointed to act is 
mi the receipt of the maximum salary of his own 
grade he will receive no additional allowance on 
hws first. appointment to act, inasmuch as the 
maximum galary of any class is always the same 
as the minimum of that immediately above it; but 
he will be eligible, whilst officiating, to the yearly 
increase of salary allowed to tboxe permanently 
appointed to the higher grade. 


The above Rules will also apply to Officers not 
rmanently belonging to the Department but 
wio may be appointed to officiate temporarily in 
appointments in the Department, auch, for instance, 
4 Clerks in the Offices of Pay, Audit, or Account, 
Who, though not in the classified grades, are fre- 
quently appointed to act during the absence on 
leave “of clussified Officers in the lower grades 
ol the Acoount and Audit Departments.
